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pledg^  to  take  care  that  the  machinery  of  Justice  is  in  such  order  a* 
to  allow  of  their  execution  of  their  sacred  duty.  By  their  own  show¬ 
ing  this  is  not  now  the  case.  Justice  has  been  repeatedly  thwarted 
by  the  almost  incredibly  stupid  blunders  of  Coroners.  When  we 
propose  that  Judges  should,  if  they  will  attempt  no  more,  as  a  mere 
measure  of  decency,  call  for  the  appointment  of  better  qualified 
persons  in  these  subordinate,  but,  as  the  law  stands,  highly  import^t 
judicial  offices,  we  know  full  well  that  we  are  suggesting  an  evasioa 
of  reform,  a  worthless  palliative,  the  recommendation  of  which, 
though  it  might  barely  save  the  credit  of  the  Judges,  would  disgrace 
men  who  pretended  to,  be  acquainted  with  sound  principles  of  juris¬ 
prudence.  Mere  decency  may  require  Judges  to  say,  **  Appoint  belter 
men  as  Coroners,  or  we  your  Judges  cannot  administer  justice;*’  but 
reason  and  experience  rather  say, — Throw  open  their  courts,  and,  ap¬ 
pointing  whom  you  please,  the  searching  inspection  of  the  public 
will  work  a  sure  cure  in  their  composition.  The  objector  asks,  **  Will 
publicity  make  a  dolt  wise,  or  an  ignorant  man  skilled  in  his  business  ?*' 
No,  it  will  not,  we  reply;  but  it  will  deter  a  dolt  or  an  ignorant  man 
from  entering  upon  an  office  for  which  he  is  unfit,  or  it  will  shame 
him  into  abandoning  it,  when  his  unfitness  it  made  nianifest,  and  thd 
scandal  or  the  jest  of  the  district.  Were  the  conduct  of  these  autho¬ 
rities  submitted. to  the  public  eye,  we  should  still  have  questionable 
cases,  no  doubt ;  but  we  should  ndt  have  such  shameful,  undisputed,^ 
and  undisputable  instances  of  incapacity.  By  favour  of  the  present 
law,  the  Coroner  is  under  no  necessity  of  making  his  unfitness  foB 
his  business  appear,  except  in  h\i  record.  He  is  known  not  by  hif 
branch  and  leaf  of  negligence,  and  obstinacy,  and^  absurdity,  bat 
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ths  madneM  of  many  for  the  gain  of  a  few.— Popl.

soil-r-the  most  common  and  fatal  disease  being  dysentery,  which  is  seldom 
productive  of  danger  to  any  but  the  imprudent  and  intemperate. 

“  To  be  sure,  the  passage  to  America  is  much  cheaper;  but  when  you 
come  to  add  the  expense  of  the  inlaitd  journey  to  that  of  the  voyage,  I 
Think  the  ’passage  to  this  country  will  turn  out  to  be  fully  as  m^erate. 
The  land  in  America  is  certainly,  generally  speaking,  richer,  from  being 
fattened  by  the  manure  of  the  deciduous  leaves  accumulated  for  centuries 
thereupon  ;^but  our  more  genial  climate  surely  compensates  this  deficiency; 
while  all  the  other  eligibilities  I  have  stated  combine  to  throw  the  relative 
merits  of  America  as  as  a  desirable  abode  for  an  English  emigrant  quite  in 
the  shade ; — not  to  say,  that  a  man  who  takes  an  honest  pride  in  many  of 
the  institutions  of  his  native  land  will  feel  small  pleasure  in  transplanting 
himself  into  a  country  where  (as  in  the  United  States)  the  discordant  name 
of  ^foreigner*  is  perpetually  jarring  in  his  ears.**— Vol.  I,  p.  5. 

We  must  observe  io  reply  to  the  last  observation,  that  io  no  country 
is  the  name  of  foreigner  sooner  lost  than  io  the  United  States;  added 
to  which  fact,  every  naan's  children  at  least  will  be  entitled  to  repre¬ 
sentation,  and  a  voice  in  the  government  which  he  obeys,  without  the 
interfereiice  of  a  Lord  Charles  or  a  Lord  John,  from  the  distance  of 
some  thonsand  mMes,  to  regulate  mental  light  and  heat,  as  tlie  mad 
Astronomer  in  Rasselm  adjusts  the  supply  of  rain  and  sunshine.  How- 
ever^remote  the  advantage,  they  form  but  a  dull  race  upon  whom  con- 
sidemtions  of  this  kind  are  wh^ly  inoperative. 

Again 

“  I  would  counsel  no  man  encumbered  with  a  family,  however,  to  risk 
emigration  to  New  South  Wales  with  a  capital  of /cm  than  1,200/.,  and 
even  then  he  should  proceed  cautiously  and  economically.  If  Australia 
is  better  suited  to  the  agricultural  cayitalut  than  America,  the  latter  is 
mbabty  more  advantageous  to  the  agricultural  tabourer.  In  Australia, 
farm  labour  it  performed  almost  entirely  by  convicta,  whose  only  remunera¬ 
tion  coftsists  of  food  and  clothing ;  to  which  arrangement  they  are  compelled 
to  submit ;  and  us  their  nural^rs  are  generally  abundant,  farm  labour  is 
kept  low.  But  iu  America,  labourers  have  and  ought  to  have  a  vsto  in 
the  question  of  remuneration ;  so  that  wages  there  cannot  be  thus  arbitrarily 
kept  down,  but  'will  necessarily  be  regulated  according  to  the  relative 
supply  and  demand.  I  question  ranch  however  whether  many  English 
Inbourera  Hve  better  than  our  convict  servaots  here,  whose  weekly  ration 
consists  of  a  sufficiency  of  flour  to  make  four  quartern  loaves  at  least ;  bf 
seven  pounds  of  beef ;  two  ounces  of  tea,  one  pound  of  sugar,  and  two 
ouiiees  of  tobacco,  with  the  occasional  substitution  of  two  or  three  quarts 
of  milk  daily  for  the  tea  and  sugar  allowance.  Numbers  of  the  English 
wwking  poor  would  doubtless  be  happy  to  bargain  for  such  a  diet ;  and  thus 
their  situation  might  in  these  points  be  bettered,  by  their  being  placed  upon 
an  equality  with  emvidsf  (Mechanics,  nevertheless,  of  all  descriptions 
earn  here  liberal  pay.)  The  wages  of  labour  therefryre  being  so  low,  and 
the  price  of  farm  produce  comparatively  to  high,  it  mutt  be  apparent  to 
all  how  profitably  capital  may  ^  invested  here.” — Vol.  I,  p.  10. 

**  The  idea  of  Australia  being  a  convict  colony  has,  1  believe,  hitherto 
deterred  many  worthy  individuals  from  emigrating  thereto,-  fearful  of 
trusting  their  persons  and  property  among  such  a  dubious  community ;  but 
a  very  short  residence  with  us  would  serve  to  allay  the  feara  of  the  most 
timorous  on  this  head,  and  bring  them  to  unite  in  opinion  with  the  older 
tellers,  that  the  tranaportation  of  conricti  hither  la  one  of  the  greatest 
benefiu  that  could  be  conferred  upon  us,  inismuch  as  it  affords  (as  hu 
been  seen)  an  abundant  supply  of  cheap  labour  to  the  settler  for  the 
furthering  of  his  agricultural  operations ;  and  to  the  government,  also,  for 
the  purpose  of  opening  new  communications  through  the  country  for  the 
settler's  accommodation,  enabling  him  to  carry  nis  surplus  produce  to 
market.  It  likewise  afforda  a  steady  market  for  a  portion  of  that  surplus 
produce,  by  reason  of  the  demands  oi  the  troops  and  convicts  in  government 
employ.  Few  people*  will  be  found  foolish  enough  to  manifest  an  eagerneM 
for  the  furtherance  of  objecu  which  would  prove  detriment^  to  tlietr 
private  interests ;  and  when  we  see  the  whoic^  body  of  Australian  settlers 
eager  for  the  continnance  of  convict  transportation  to  their  aboraa,  we  may 
reasonably  conclude  that  they  expect  to  derive  therefrom  some  considerable 
benefit.  Notwithstanding  the  extent  of  the  larcenous  import^os  for  aotne 
years  back  among  ns,  no  lem  than  sixteen  hundred  spplications  for  ear- 
highwaymen,  burglars,  pickpockets,  end  various  other  descripifons  of  rogues 
(sent  out  to  rusticate  bere)  still  remained  uncomplied  with  on  the  arrival 
of  our  present  Governor,  which  obliged  his  Excellency  to  break  up  the 
government  eleaHng>gangs,  In  order  to  satiate  the  longings  of  the  anttlan 
for  the  valuable  aervieei  of  (with  us)  that  highly  usefal  body  af  men. 
Nothing,  in  fact,  ever  created  greater  dismay  among  ns,  than  the 
announcement,  some  two  yeera  ago,  of  a  project  for  the  future  disposal  of 
convict  labour  in  the  forthemnee  of  govemmeot  works  nt  home,  nnd  in 
other  colonies  in  preference  to  this;  while  our  toIooisI  wage  still  occarionally 
delight  to  work  upon  our  fotrs  by  propagating  atsrmtng  reporta  of  the 
bncrmatng  momUtu  of  dm  people  of  Great  Britain,  or  of  the  lightnem  of 
the  last  jail-delivariaa  diero-^ports  which  the  vlailte  to  Enghuid  wUl  roon 
'  find  quite  destitute  of  foundation.**— Vol.  1,  p.  12.

The  particular  experience  of  Blr  CbiiirTKOHAV  as  surgical  mpa 
intendant  of  the  convicts,  renders  his  account  of  their  conduct  oa  tb 
passage  both  curious  and  amusing.  It  happens  however  that  bm 
of  our  daily  contemporaries  have  chosen  their  extracts  from  this  portio 
of  the  work ;  not  to  mention  that  while  it  receives  grwt  point  as 
effect  from  the  felicitous  way  in  which  our  Author  contrivsi  to  eibib 
the  prevalent  associations,  and  shew  off  ^  various  shades  of  depnril 
which  characterise  the  convicts  of  both  sexes,  the  real  matter  of  fa 
is  not  absolutely  new.  For  these  reasons,  we  prefer  srlecusg  i 
gratifying  passage  or  two,  of  a  nature  to  shew  that  transpor^ioo  i 
much  more  effective  in  the  reform  of  character  than  migbl  b 
expected.

annum.  They  do  not  commonly  eippear  to  class  chastity  as  the  ve/y>r«< 
of  virtues,  which  circumstance  arisM  partly  from  their  never  being  tutored 
by  their  parents  so  as  to  consider  it,  but  more  especially  from  never  per¬ 
ceiving  its  violation  to  retard  marriage.*^ 

We  shall  conclude  in  the  way  of  extract  with  the  following  sUikiiig 
retrospect : — 

“  But  when  we  seriously  contemplate  the  wonderful  revolution  wrou^t 
in  the  colony  since  its  formation,  we  cannot  but  be  proud  of  the  energies 
displayed  by  our  enterprising  community.  Here  where,  thirty-eight  years 
ago,  not  one  civilized  being  disputed  the  dominion  of  the  woods  with  their 
savage  inhabitantt,  now  forty  thousand  such  exist,  spread  over  an  extent  of  * 
country  of  two  hundred  ^uare  miles,  having  justice  administered  by  civil 
and  criminal  courts ; — six  separate  courts  of  quarter  sessions,  and  eleven 
benches  of  magistrates,  being  instituted  among  them.  Where,  thirty-eight 
years  ago,  not  a  single  European  animal  breathed,  now  upwards  of  200, (MK) 
sheep,  now  upwards  of  100,000  head  of  cattle,  and  many  thousand  horses 
and  other  animals  destined  for  the  support  and  pleasure  oi  man,  are  peace¬ 
fully  grazing.  Whei^,  thirty-eight  years  ago,  not  an  ear  of  grain  was  cul¬ 
tivated,  we  now  see  fifty  thousand  bushels  advertised  for — for  the  mere 
annual  consumption  of  one  of  our  distilleries ; — while  four  steam-mills,  ten 
water-mills,  eighteen  windmills,  and  two  horse-mills,  furnish  us  with  au* 
abundance  of  excellent  Hour  from  our  own  wheat;  two  very  extensive  dis¬ 
tilleries,  with  several  hundred  thousand  gallons  annually  of  a  pure  spirit 
from  our  barley  and  maize ;  and  thirteen  breweries,  with  ale  and  beer  from 
our  various  descriptions  of  colonial  grain,— eight  thousand  hogsheads  beiug 
the  average  yearly  amount  of  this  wnolsome  beverage  supplied  to  the  pablic.* 

**  On  the  site  of  Sydney  alone  what  a  change  has  been  effected  !  vVhere, 
thirty  eight  years  ago,  not  a  human  hut  was  to  be  counted,  nor  the  slightest 
hum  of  commerce  heard,  we  have  now  a  city  occupying  a 'mile  square 
crowded  with  industrious  citizens,  and  teeming  with  vehicles  wheeling 
along  the  varied  productions  of  the  soil, — the  market-dues  for  this  traffic 
renting,  the  present  year,  at  840/ ,  and  the  toll-gate  dues  at  1000/. ; — the 
town  containing  twenty-two  agents  for  the  management  of  shipping  affairs ; 
eleven  auctioneers  for  expeditiously  disposing  of  colonial  and  foreign  wares ; 
a  chamber  of  commerce  to  push  forward  and  watch  over  colonial  enterprise, 
effect  insurances,  and  arbitrate  in  matters  relating  to  shipping;  two  Hour-, 
ishing  banks,  dividing  forty  per  cent  on  their  advances ;  and  three  news¬ 
papers  (one  weekly,  and  two  printed  twice  a  week)  in  one  of  which  1 
counted  one  day  124  advertisements.'/ 

At  Mr  CuNMiMGHAif  leaves  no  part  of, the  curious  field  before* 
him  uutouclied,  we  need  not  observe  that  our  extracts  afiford  no 
adequate  specimen  of  the  variety  of  information,  social,  political,  agri¬ 
cultural,  topographical,  and  descriptive,  with  which,  in  regard  to  this 
new  and  curious  country,  his  two  volumes  abound.  In  this  respect 
it  forms  a  species  of  liiemry  panorama;  in  which  a  spirited  sketch  is 
supplied  upon  a  small  but  proportionate  scale,  afifoMiing  very  -clear 
and  useful  information  to  legislators  and  others,  who  oyghi  to  be  well 
acquainted  with  colonial  matters ;  as  well  as  amusement  and  pleasant 
reading  to  every  one  else.  At  the  same  time,  the  sound  sense  and 
solidj  unsophisticated  tenour  of  the  Author's  remarks  and  recom¬ 
mendations,  place  him  among  that  valuable  clsss  of  men  ot  professional 
experience  and  adventure,  the  enterprise,  intrepidity,  discrimination, 
and  good  sense  of  whom  tend  so  much  to  exemplify  the  active  ener^iea 
which  so  strikingly  characterise  the  genuine  Britisli  character.  Q.

The  intimations  preeiously  r^ieed  of  the  intention  of  the  Pac^a  of 
Egypt  to  withdraw  bis  allegiance  from  the  Pobte,  acquires  increased 
consistency ;  and  should  the  aanouncemenl  prove  nltiBialely  correct, 
the  result  to  Greece  must  be  in  the  highest  degree  favourable,  what> 
ever  be  the  fate  of  the  proposed  mediation  of  Great  Britain,  France, 
and  Russia.  As  an  event  in  the  history  of  the  world,  it  will  also  be 
an  affair  of  considerable  moment,  and  will  probably  form  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  a  gradual  dismemberment  of  the  Turkish  empire. 
According  to  letters  in  the  French  papers,  the  Pacha  is  already 
engaging  European  officers,  and  taking  measures  to  support  his 
meditat^  independence,  to  which  he  has  doubtless  been  urged  by 
European  diplomacy.  In  the  meantime,  a  Manifesto  has  appeared 
on  the  part  of  the  Ports,  containing  a  protest  against  the  mediation  | 
of  tlW  Christian  Powers  in  favour  of  the  Greeks,  on  the  ground  of 
the  injustice  and  indefensible  nature  of  an  interference  with  the  rights 
of  an  independent  Sovereignty,  in  a  question  of  dbpuie  between 
itself  and  iu  subjects.  In  this  paper  the  Turkish  eiecntive  claim  the 
merit  of  all  sorts  of  good  government,  and  really,  on  the  pure  legiti¬ 
mate  principle,  make  a  thousand  times  better  case  than  either  Russia 
could  manufacture  in  respect  to  Poland  1  or  Austria  as  regards  Italy. 
In  all  these  cases,  the  biiter  faet  of  men  existing  eternally  as  fbreirners 
in  their  own  country,  and  subject  to  an  iron  domination,  which,  as 
a  principle  of  policy,  must  never  allow  them  to  breathe  fVeely,  is 
seldom  tor  a  moment  taken  into  account.  Setting  aside  this,  and 
much  kindred  plausibility  of  the  same  nature,  a  fact  is  stated  in  this 
document  which  merits  no  small  degree  of  attention  :  we  allude  to  an 
assertion  on  the  part  of  the  Sultav,  that  at  tlie  time  of  the  Congress 
of  Verona  the  Ministers  of  some  of  the  Powers  of  Europe  absolutely 
offered  aid  to  Turkey  to  subjugate  the  rebellious  Greeks,  which 
assistance  the  Porte  refused  as  inconsistant  with  its  duties  and  dig¬ 
nity  1  The  question  is,  which  of  the  Powers  acted  in  this  ferocious 
spirit?  If  we  may  credit  the  iosiouaiioo  of  the  Timoi,  the  imputa¬ 
tion  is  likely  to  rest  upon  that  pojriiou  of  the  late  Cabinet  which  is 
now  out  of  office.  Whatever  misercant,  or  set  of  miscreants,  would 
employ  the  power  and  energies  of  a  civiliaed  country  in  auek  a  cause, 
merits  the  detestation  of  every  humane  person,  from  one  end  to  the 
other  of  it.  We  therefore  hope  that  Great  Britain  did  not  aupply  a 
Minister  to  volunteer  so  berberous  an  interfrrence.  While  anxious 
that  the  ex-gentry  should  be  recorded  for 'what  they  really  are,  we 
forget  our  fedinga  as  tbeir  opponents  in  our  regard  for  the  reputation 
of  the  country,  and  therefore  trust  they  are  in  this  respect  innocent 
We  shall  hear  more  of  this  in  oaume.

lifDiAit  Death- BLAST. — At  Bandah,  in  Bundelcund  (one  of  the  northern 
provinces  of  Hindostan)  there  are  numerous  rocky  hills,  which  during  the 
liot  winds  bmme  so  thoroughly  heated  as  to  retain  their  warmth  from  sun¬ 
set  to  sun  rise.  The  natives,  at  that  sultry  season,  invaliably  wear  large 
folds  of  cloth  around  their  heads  and  faces,  just  leaving  IKeroselves  suffi¬ 
ciently  exposed  to  be  able  to  see  and  breathe.  This  precaution  is  taken  in 
oonseouence  of  the  terrific  blasts  which  occasionally  rush  in  narrow  streams 
from  between  the  hills.  Persons  crossed  by  these  scorching  winds  drop 
suddenly  to  the  earth,  as  if  shot  by  a  musket-ball.  When  medical  assist¬ 
ance,  or  a  supply  of  cold  water  is  instantaneoualy  procured,  a  recovery  may 
generally  be  expected ;  but  if  no  immediate  reir^y  be  applied,  an  almost 
certain  death  is  the  result. — London  Weekly  Review, 

The  new  duty  on  stamps  is  very  unpopular  at  Calcutta  Two  public 
meetings  have  been  held,  to  petition  Government  to  repeal  it :  they  were 
attend^  by  a  large  number  of  natives  as  well  as  English  commercial 
people.  Stamp  Duties  have  long  been  levied  throughout  British  India, 
with  the  exception  of  Calcutta,  and  the  attempt  to  place  Cricutta  on  the 
same  footing  with  the  rest  of  the  country  has  ^ven  nse  to  the  complaints 
above  alluded  to. — ^The  duties  in  themselves  are  exceedingly  moderate ;  but 
however  that  may  be,  there  can  be  no  reason  for  exempting  Calcutta  from 
a  burden  to  whicn  the  rest  of  Hindostan  is  subject.  Not  a  word  was  heard 
of  the  hardship  or  unconstitutional  nature  of  the  duty,  so  long  as  it  was 
levied  merely  on  Hindoos ;  but  the  moment  the  British  and  Hindoos  are 
placed  on  the  same  footing,  the  patriotism  of  the  former  takes  the  alarm.”— 
Morning  Chronicle,

The  next  day  he  visited  the  King  at  Windsor,  remained  at  the 
Royal  lodge  two  or  three  days,  then  crossed  the  country  to  Rrightou,  where, 
fioding  a  steam-boat  just  ready  to  start  for  France,  he  took  advantage  of  the 
circumstance  and  embarked,  a  sea  excursion  being  of  particular  service  to 
his  constitution.  He  returned  on  Sunday  to  Devonshire  house,  Piccadilly, 
thus  refuting  by  bis  presence  the  ridiculous  and  contemptible  insinuations 
which  have  been  so  industriously  promulgated  by  the  daily  and  weekly 
tools  of  the  ultra-Tory  opposition.

Solitary  Legal  Reform  op  Lord  Eldon.—"  Nothing  affects  me 
with  ^re  unmixed  surprise  than  the  review  of  Lord  Eldon's  public  life. 
How  it  is  that  one  who  was  haply  vested  with  almost  omnipotence  in  the 
state,  to  whom  health  and  such  a  length  of  official  existence  have  been 
§^^*d— how  he  could  yet  be  the  man  to  whose  exertions  scarcely  a  solitary 
measure  of  comprehensive  utility  can  be  attributed,  is  a  problem  of  hope¬ 
less  difikttlty,  at  least,  to  the  simplicity  of  reason.  It  is  strange  that,  from 
tosto,  from  duty,  fr<m  whim  even,  he  should  never  have  taken  it  into  his 
head  to  alter  one  thing  or  another  during  his  life.”— Liyb  of  Lord  Bldout 
p.  58 — We  must  be  just.  This  statement  is  not  accurate.  The  late  Lord 
fiid  alter  one  part  of  the  law  in  tbe  course  of  his  official  life, 
that  one  reform  remains,  though  a  solitary,  a  splendid  monument  of  hit 
^epslatonal  greatneu.  It  commonly  goes  by  the  modest  name  of  the 
Cbaocelloris  Bum  Act  By  an  old  law  the  Chancellor  could  only  make 
seqeants  in  terra  time.

TBE  CORPORATfOK  OF  QXFORD  V,  FrRRlpAT. 

Tbit  wat  an  action  brought  to  coobiiu  the  corporate  rights  of  Oiford. 
The  defeodant,  an  extensire  manufacturer  of  deli  and  ^hina  in  Stafford* 
shire,  came  to  this  city,  and  sold  bis  commodities  by  auction,  in  spite  of  a 
notice  from  the  Mayor  that  he  had  no  right  to  do  so,  not  being  a  fieeman. 
The  charter  and  custom  of  Oxford,  as  far  back  as  the  reign  of  Henry  I, 
were  proved.  The  defendant  attempted  to  bring  bis  proceedings  within 
the  meaning  of  the  Hawkers’  and  Pedlars*  Act ;  but  the  Judge  over*ruled 
that  plea,  and  the  Jury  fonnd  a  special  verdict : — first,  that  Oxford  was  an 
ancient  city,  having  citizens  from  time  immemorial :  second,  that  the  custom 
bad  been  infhictea. — When  the  verdict  was  |iven,lhe  hall  lesounded  with 
the  acclamations  of  the  freemen  ;  and  out  of  doors,  the  bells  were  ringing, 
and  ribands  flying  in  all  directions. 

Salisbury,  July  30. — ^The  Grand  Jury  being  assembled,  Mr  Benett, 
M.  P.  for  the  County,  was  chosen  Foreman.  Sir  J.  D.  Astley,  and  several 
other  Members  of  ParHsment,  were  on  the  Jury.  Chief-Justice  Blst 
delivered  a  very  elaborate  Charge.  He  enumerated  the  principal  ofiTences 
which  they  were  about  to  inquire  into.  On  coming  to  a  charge  of  cutting 
and  maiming,  the  Learned  Judge  said — **  I  Cannot  but  express  my  regret 
that  a  knife  should  have  been  found  in  the  hands  of  an  Englishman,  as  an 
instrument  of  offensive  quarrel.  It  was  formerly  the  practice  in  this 
country,  when  men  fell  out,  to  fight  as  long  as  they  eould,  and  possibly  to 
do  each  other  as  much  injury  as  could  be  inflicted  by  the  personal  strength 
of  the  combatants ;  but  they  fought  in  an  open,  fair,  and  honourable  man* 
oer ;  they  "took  no  mean-  advantages ;  they  had  no  recourse  to  deadly 
instruments  to  procure  superiority  or  to  gratify  revenge.  1  will  take  Cafe, 
as  long  as  common  assaults  are  punishable  by  the  law,  to  visit  with  the  ' 
utmost  severity  of  that  law  thos^  who  dare  to  desert  that  mode  of  defence 
which  nature  bat  given,  and  which  time  has  almost  sanctioned  in  their  own 
country,  and  who  have  chosen  tb  adopt  that  foreign  practice  of  employing 
instruments  of  this  description  against  an  opponent.  Gentlemen,  the  prac* 
tiee  of  boxing  has  often  been  a  subject  of  discussion  in  this  country  ;  1  must 
say  that  it  teems  to  me  a  practice  that' may  very  advanlAgeoasly  be  encou* 
raged  to  a  limited  extent.  It  h  in  sofoe  sort  a  law  of  peace,  for  it  ^iseoif* 
rages  the  use  of  unfair  means  of  attack ;  it  prevents  malicious  retaliation ; 
it  only  enables  men  to  employ  fairly  advantages  they  may  naturally  pbaaess, 
and  in  the  use  of  which  they  are  lestrained  by  the  point  of  honour  ;*  and 
while  it  encourages  a  proper  English  spirit,  it  prevents  courage  from  d^o- 
uerating  into  brutality,  and  secures  men  from  the  treachery  and  roalignity  . 
of  those  whom  they  have  offended.  Though,  therefore,  1  view  the  prise; 
ring  itself  as  disgraceful,  I  cannot  but  hope  to  see  the  old  practice  of  Imxing  f 
revived  among  the  people  of  this  country,  as  1  consider  the  practice  intro¬ 
duces  a  of  honour  among  the  combatants  which  will  effectually  prevent 
those  who  observe  it  flrom  resorting  to  iostruments  of  this  deadly  descrip¬ 
tion.”  HU  lordship  then  adverted  to  some  alterations  which  Mr  Feel  had 
made,  and  proceeded  thus:—**  That  distinguished  iodividnai,  while  be  has 
laboured  with  the  greatest  dUigence,  has  aUo  proceeded  w\th  the  greatest 
caution.  Some,  perhaps,  think  that  he  has  earned  that  cautmn  to  too  great 
in  extent ;  and  1  for  one  cannot  but  lament  that  he  should  have  deemed 
}Q  much  caution  necessary  in  such  an  important  subject  as  that  of  the  alters 
ation  of  our  criminal  laws.  He  has,  however,  done  much — he  has  removed 
many  technicalities  that  obstructed  the  path  of  justice — he  nas‘\ieJ»C^ 
iway  much  of  that  which  was  obsolete  and  ridiculous,  while  be  has  left  • 
untouched  everything  that  could  be  advantageously  retained.”  Ip  remark-  , 
ing  generally  upon  the  calendar,  bis  Lordship  said,  **  1  cannot  look  at 
ibis  calendar  without  being  convinced  of  the  melancholy  fact,  that  crime 
and  vice  are  much  extended  in  thU  county.  1  trust  sincerely  that  they 
may  be  soon  diminished ;  and  to  effect  that  purpose  1  think  we  must  chiefly 
rely  on  improving  the  moral  condition  of  the  peasantry.  I  am  afraid  they

COMMISSION  OF  LUNACY. 

Oo  l^esday,  a  commission  was  held  at  the  Grtv’s  Ion  Coffee-house,  to 
enquire  whether  Mrs  M.  Martin,  widow  of  •  -  •  ■  Martin,  Esq.  of  Whitehall 
place,  was  of  unsound  mind.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Mr  Burton,  a  gen¬ 
tleman  of  fortune  at  Canterbury,  and  had  been  always  weak  io  iotell^t. 
Two  months  after  her  father’s  death,  she  eloped  with  and  married  Mr 
Martin,  wbo  settled  upon  her  ten  or  twelve  thousand  pounds,  her  whole 
property.  Her  lady's  maid  said,  that  Mr  Martin  ana  Miss  Sweet,  who 
lived  in  the  house,  hired  her*,  Mrs  Martin,  who  was  pKseat,  making  no 
enquiry.  She  had  a  passion  for  dress,  but  never  bought  say  for  herself,  as 
she  was  never  mistress  of  money,  but  would  tike  ont  from  the  drawers, 
when  they  were  left  open,  dresses  improper  for  the  season,  and  wear  them. 
She  was  livdy,  good- humoured,  and  talkative  respecting  balls,  dances,  her 
marriage  with  Mr  Martin,  &c.— was  in  the  habit  of  hiding  glasses,  clothes, 
pieces  of  candle,  and  other  insignificant  things,— of  looking  out  at  the  win¬ 
dow  in  her  night-clothes,  and  of  throwing  co^  on  the  fit  e  so  as  to  endaa- 

fer  the  bnming  of  the  house.'— Saraii  Robinson,  family  cook,  stated,  that 
Ire  Marti D  used  to  call  her  sunt  and  godmother;  that  she  sometimes 
talked  rationally,  but  would  soon  start  off  to  trifling  subjects.— i>r«  Fkrni~ 
val  and  Sutherland  corroborated  the  evidence  of  the  servants,  by  various 
instances  of  her  mental  imbecility,  and  thought  her  quite  incapable  of  con¬ 
ducting  her  own  affairs.  The  Commissioners  asked  several  questions 
retpectnig  her  husband's  conduct  towards  her.  He  had  no  regard  for  her, 
but  she  showed  oo  concern  for  this,  though  she  used  to  say  to -him, 
**  Martiu,  with  all  thy  faults,  1  love  thee  well  f*  and  when  she  saw  the 
coffin  in  which  be  Ipy,  she  fainted ;  but  when  she  was  brought,  as  an 
experiment  by  the  Coinintstiooers,  into  the  room  where  her  deceased  hus¬ 
band  was,  she  merely  smiled.  She  spoke  sometimes  ralkmally,  but  at 
others  fully  confirmed  the  evidence  which  bad  been  given.  The  Jury  found 
a  verdict  of**  Uijfonnd  mind  since  October  1833,  and  incapable  of  taking 
care  of  herself  or  her  concerns.* 


Oxford,  July  28. — Atrocious  Assault  and  Robbery.— George 
AUum  was  capitally  indicted  for  assaulting  on  the  highway  William 
Piggott,  a  waggoner,  and  robbing  him  of  two  sovereigns  and  some  silver. 
The  evidence  was  entirely  circumstantial,  but  of  the  strongest  kind.  Ou 
the  night  of  Easter  Monday,  Piggott,  a  confidential  servant  of  Messrt> 
Tanner  and  Baylis  of  Gfoucester,.  was  driving  ooe^of  their  waggons  up 
Gaogsdowu  hill,  about  seven  mdes  from  Dorchester :  he  bad  in  his  pocket 
some  sovereigns  and  silver.  A  man  in  a  saaock  frock  followed  him,  some¬ 
times  quite  Close,  eometimes  at  a  distance.  Piggott  was  suddenly  deprived 
of  eensatioa,  and  could  recollect  nothing  that  happened  afterwards  previous 
to  his  being  in  a  public  house  at  the  top  of  the  nill,  desperately  wounded 
aod  bruised.  .  Hn  head  was  alarmingly  cut  ia  manyplaM;  hevemained 
eight  weeks  under  the  care  of  the  surgeon,  and  is  mot  now  quite  out  oi 
dinger.  He  had  been  picked  up  by  the  passengers  of  the  Stroudwatei 
coach,  which  passed  the  waggon  as  it  stood  still  in  the  road  ;  he  was  then 
lying  on  the  pathway,  insensible  and  covered  with  blood.  His  skull  was 
fractured ;  and  the  surgeon  pronounced  the  wounds  to  be  inflicted  with 
•erne  blunt  instihimeot,  very  likely  a  hammer.  The  circumsUnces  which 
implicated  the  privmer  were  these On  the  previous  night  he  bad  been  to 
Gangsdown  hill,  and  there  ascertained  from  the  driver  of  another  waggon 
belonging  to  Messrs  Tanner  and  Bariis,  that  their  waggon,  driven  by 
Piggott,  was  to  pass  the  next  night.  On  the  left  of  the  hill  ia  a  wood,  and 
a  short  distance  through  it  ie  a  cottage,  inhabited  by  poor  persona  named 
Russell,  with  whom  Ann  Richardson,  a  girl  visited  by  the  prisoner,  lived-

The  fire  vis 
not  completely  subdueo  until  between  seven  and  eight  o'clodc  on  Tnesdajr 
morning,  when  no  len  than,  sixty-tfro  houses  were  consnmed.  Tbs 
property  lost  wu  chiefly  what  are  termed  **  slops  and  marine  ttorSs.**  tad 
much  wu  insmed.  The  rsqndUy  with  which  the  flames  spresd  maj  bt 
ittributed  to  the  want  of  water,  and  to  the  material  (wood)  of  which  most 
of  the  housu  wm  built 

;  Tuesday,  an  inquest  wu  held  at  tbe  ling's  Head,  Booth's  court,  WeQs 
Street,  on  the  body  of  Stephen  King,  aged  40.  It  appeared,  that  the  loud 
clap  of  thunder  oo  Monday  morning,  awoke  the  deceased*  who  started  frosi 
bis  bed,  much  alarmed,  and  inrtantly  expired.

ratioo.  He  put  hia  hands  behind  him,  as  the  Doctor  thought,  to  prodoM 
letters,  but  m  all  probobUity  to  rack  his  pistols*  In  a  second,  he 
snapped  a  pistol  at  the  Doctor's  breast— it  missed  fire.  The  Doctor  cried 
**  murder,**  and  seittd  the  handle  of  the  door.  The  handle  broke.  O’Brien 
snapped  a  second  pistol,  while  Dr  Collins  preaented  a  full  front,  and  had 
his  left  band  to  hu  breuu  On  the  fore-fiDger<  he  had  a  bunch  of  keys 
taken  from  his  pocket,  to  open  his  desk  in  order  to  relieve  the  maniac.  Tne 
bullet  struck  the  keys,  fractured  the  finger,  tnd  bared  the  breast  bone.  The 
Doctor's  brother  ran  in,  but,  from  tM  smoke  of  the  powder,  and  of  the 
clothes  of  the  Doctor  which  were  on  fire,  coald  not  see  the  assassio, — who 
was  however  soon  taken  by  the  servants.  A  multitude  quickly  assembled 
round  the  house,  wbo  would  have  torn  O'Brien  to  pieces,  but  ror  the  inter¬ 
ference  of  the  police,  and  afterwards  of  the  military.  The  riot  was  so  great 
that  the  soldiers  fired,  to  disperse  the  mob  ;  and  one  man  was  wounded,  it 
is  supposed  mortally.  Dr  Collins  and  his  brother  made  the  greatest  efifeuts 
to  calm  the  fury  of  the  multitude  t  the  Utter  went  on  his  knees  to  entreat 
them  to  forbear  from  vicdence. 

About  half-past  niiw  on  Tuesday  night,  a  fire  broke  out  on  the  premiats 
of  Jackson  and  Co.  in  Lower  Thames  street,  adjoining  St  Magnus^  ebureb, 
and  almost  touching  London  bridge.  About  eleven  o'dock,  tlw  view  down 
the  river  was. magnificent  The  roof  had  then  fallen  in;  the  flames  wave 
shooting  forth,  through  eight  and  thirty  windows  ;  and,  at  intervals,  as  the 
rafters  thuoderod  down,  ^umns  of  fire  rose  upwiuds.  At  one  o'clock  the 
fire  was  got  under,  but  it  continued  to  burn  in  the  interior  during  Wednes¬ 
day..  The  premises  were,  altogether  deatroyed,  but  the  damage  was  con¬ 
fined  to  them.  A  strong  detachment  of  the  foot-guards  was  pUnted  on 
London  bridge,  the  Monument,  and  the  entrances  to  Upper  and  Lower 
Thames  street,  to  keep  the  crowd  in  chock.  The  property  destroyed  is  estimsted 
at  tbove  60,000/.  but  it  wts  indued.  Only  a  very  trifling  po^on  of  the  goods 
could  be  got  onL  They  consisted  of  foreign  frnits,  and  aransiderable  quantity 
of  corn,  which  burned  furiously.  The  fire  was  dUtiftetly  seen  upwards  of 
twenty  miles  in  the  northern  direction,  and  it  wu  believed  that  a  large  por¬ 
tion  of  the  metropolis  was  on  fire.  Fears  were  for  a  long  time  entertained 
on  the  spot,  lest  the  flames  should  rammunicste  to  St  Magnus*  church,  the 
East  India  warehouses  adjoining,  or  the  wood-cut  of  the  new  London 
bridge.  The  anxiety  of  the  immense  concourse  of  spectators  was  extreme : 
t^y  crowded  the  bridge,  the  oeigtibouring  streets,  sm  every  place  where  a 
view  of  the  fire  couM -be  obtained. 

Great  agitation  has  been  caused  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Hadley  and 
BamL  by  a  report  of  murder.— Mrs  Mary  Spencer,  a  widow  lady, 
upwards  of  seventy,  with  her  dawhtpr,  who  wu  rather  over  fiarty,  and  a 
female  domestic,  have,  long’  resided  on  Hadley  gi^n.  On  Tuesday, 
about  ten  o'clock  at  night,  the  servant  ratired  to  bed.  leaving  her  two 
mistreases  in  their  sitting-room,  immediately  adjoining  uieir  b«<Lcbambec. 
They  were  convendng  cheerfully,  and  preparing  to  retire.  Not  tbf 
slightest  noise  wu  hem  during  the  night  In  the  roomiQ|  the  servant, 
afbw  the  necessary  household  duties,  proceded  to  her  mistress's  bed* 
room,  and  Wu  aatonished  at  perceiving  no  person  in  it,  and  the  bed  in  the 
same  state  in  which  she  had  left  it  the  preceding  evening.  For  an  instant 
hei;  senses  forsook  her;  but  recovering  nerself,  she  ventured  to  tbe  sitting- 
room,  where  s^perrav^  the  two  Udies  lying  on  the  floor,  weltering  To 
their  blood,  with  which  their  clothu  and  the  floor  ^f'the  apartment 
were  nturated,  and  their  throata  dnt  and  mangled  In*  a  most  frightful 
manner.  Not  the  slightest  clue  to  the  transaction  could  be  discovertiL 
The  doors  and  windows  were  free  from  marks  of  violcnoe,  ^  ai^cle  of 
property  ufe  and  onmovtd ;  and  the  only  circumstance  indicatbg  violence 
wu  the  disordered  stste  of  their  dretsu,  and  tbe  position  of  the  chairs  aca 
table.  From  the  appearance  of  the  bodies  it  wu  evident  that  life  ba4 
been  eatinet  several  hours ;  and  llieir  not  having  undressed  themselves,  li 
proof  that  the  dreadful  dued  muat  have  been  perpretrated  toon  after  th^ 
were  left  alone.  No  instrument  by  which  tne  wounds  could  have  htw 
iaflicted  wu  found  in  the  apartment— An  Inquest  wu  held  on  TbiradUv 
afternoon.  Tbe  evidence  corrected  a  part  of  the  above  statement,  u  ft 
•ppeared  that  there  were  roaits  of  blood  on  Mrs  Spencer's  bed  and  un  thn 
wvl ;  find  that  her  bed  had  signs  of  a  atruggle  having  taken  place.  Mian 
Spencer's  bed  wu  fete  from  bIrad,  and  had  the  dothu  turnM  down.  It^ 
wu  proved  by  Mr  William  Hammond,  the  surgeon,  who  had  attended  tbn  ^ 
family  seventeen  years,  u  well  u  by  ether  fanUetun  the  aervants^^ 
that  Mist  Spencer  had  long  exhibited  tymptoms  of  iniaiufy*  On  the  pre*  y] 
viou  Sattuuny  Mrs  Speom  told  one  of  the  servanta  that  she  must  bring[  ' 
her  bed  into  their  room,  u  she  (Mrs  Spencer)  wii  alarmed  at  her  dnufli- 
ter*s  behaviour^There  appeared  to  he  no  d^bt  that  Mfon  iponcet  bad 
destroyed  her  mother,  and  afterwards  hertelf.
